NIPKEN. I then had to fetch the bodies, if any 
were still alive, unload them in front of the 
crematorium, where they were then carried into 
the refrigerator: room. There the medic was 
Waitine end the live victims were dispatched 

to the next world by means of an injection. 


Can you tell us who gave this injection and 
did you see 1t yourself? 

Dr RICHTER. I saw it with my own eyes. Unter- 
scharfuehrer PROKSOH, who was NIEDERMAYER'S 
subordinate, was his true and faithful servant, 
who together with him, killed prisoners by 
mistreatment, chicenery or strangling with 

& rope. Often they gave & rope to the prisoner 
with the words: "Hang yourself, that is better 
for you, otherwite we must help", Many died 
this way. 

Did this happen often? 

It happened more than once, because I had to 
take off the ropes from the bodies and to cive 
it to NIEDERMAYER personally,' because he needed 
it again for further use. Or if NIEDERMAYER wae 
absent, I had to leave the ropes in the cell.

How did you know that NIEDERMAYER had placed 
the rope around the neck of the prisoners and 
that they had died this way? 
I heard every word in the crematory downstairs, 
because upsteirs there was only metal sheeting 
iaid down on the passage and thus I was able 
to hear every word, 
There were prisoners in block 20 who were not 
remistered and they were the victims of these 
constables. According to their whims and moods, 
they had to stand so long under a cold shower 
until they fell unconcious or dead. They also 
came with machine-pistols and shot at will into 
the crowd. The bodies were burned at once. As 
far as I know, there' were about 1000 prisoners, 
the greater part Russian officers and generals 
and also Yugoslavian and Polish officers, They 
were ordered to shovel down the snow from the 
roof of the barracks. They had already decided 
to try to sscape. They shovelled the snow in 
steps to the wall, plastered the zuara with 
missiles and escaped Over the wall. They climed 
up to the cuard located on a tower, throw it 
down and shot at the guard-chain with a machine- 
run and spread over the whole fronteline to the 
next tower -uard. Meanwhile the connecting 
sentries ran away and so the prisoners rot the 
weapons left behind and escaped with these weapons, 
Alarm was civen and pursuit taken up immediately.

Because of a carelessness of my chief, Hauptscharfuehrer ROTH, 
leader of the crematorium, one day I found a letter with 
the following content:

signed: Annihilation-group X.P.H.

This letter wes lying crumpled near the coke-oven..I found it, 
read it, and then burned it. 
Once I asked ROTH why he did not co to VIENNA, but he would 
not speak about that. Anyhow I knew the reason from the letter. 
Then he left for eight to fourteen days, saying that he is 
oing to attend an instructive-course. 
I answered: I know the ROSSAUERLAENDE, and I know what you are 
going to do there. 3 
It could only be something like “Gestapo-service”, tie Gestapo 
being located there. After which he answered that he lived 
nearby. He was very careful in his talk and did not say much, 


When do you say, ROTH went to VIENNA 7 
At the end of May 1943. 


While he was away, who was in charge of the caup? 

The commander of GUSEN, I do not know his name.. Leader of the 
labour-service WEISE, who was very rough and capable ai any 
crime was mostly present at the interrogations in the office 
of the Chief Warden and used the following wethods: 

He beat them, tied them to a post, bound their feet, then the 
chair was pulled away and he threw his weight onto the prisoner 
in order to double the weight the prisoner had to bear with 
his tied erms. 

Most of them talked then and admitted everything, even things 
they never committed, only to be relieved of their tortures. 
Then they were brought to the bunker and after two or three 
days they were dead. 

The same methods were used by “Rapport®-leader TRUM. Leader of 
the chiefward STRZITWIESER, Untersturmfuehrer at that time, 
incited his dog to tear up the prisoners. It happened as 
follows: He went throuch the camp with his dog, which, at the 
call "Pack inn" (seize him) threw himself onto the prisoner 
and tore him up. When he thought the prisoner was hurt enough 
by this maltreatment, he called his dog back, knowing that in 
most of the cases the dog-bites caused death. Chief Warden 
BACHMAYER acted in the same way with his dog "LORD". At the 
interrocations too, one of the dogs usually was present. 
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Who had the biz dog and who had the small one Z 

STREITWIEGER had the small one, BACHMAYER's dog was a big one, 
Previously there were two big dogs, but Sturmfuehrer SCHUETZ 
shot one of them.. 


Why did he shoot hin 7 

Because the dog had attacked hin. 

According to what they wanted to cet out of the prisoners, 
they were tortured. I remewber the prisoner BACHER, Paul, 

a Vienese, who wes recaptured after three weeks anc brought 
back to MAUTHAUSEN, where he was interrogated at the caupe 
STREITWIESER said at the interrogation: "To cut & long story 
short, we shall make him talk very soon". So Arbeitsdienst=- 
fuenrer TRUM made 1t short with him, tied him up and let nim 
hang with his head down, while he shook hig. BACHMAYER had 

& big dog with him, which he incited to attack the man, who 
was helpless. At this, the prisoner was shamefully torn and 
hurt. The blood ran down his nose, eyes and mouth. Then they 
untied him, 2 prisoners came along and carried the body to 
the hospital. 


Was he dead 1 

No, just unconscious. A prisoner brought him to the sick room, 
because he was still unconscious, There he wes treated and 
received injections, He was there for two days and was 
continually visited by the leader of the political department, 
SCHULZ, and other leaders of the camp (Schutzhaftlacerfuehrer). 
On these occasions, he was interrocated by them, but they 
never received an answer..Then he was brought to the cell block 
where he died.. As far as I could find out his death was the 
result of the mistreatment.

In Winter with a temperature of 30 to 25 degrees SPATZENEGGER 
forced them to take off their cloves, and jackets down to their 
shirts, were they had to work so herd in order to met warm 
and to keep woving. Most of them were in a frozen condition, 
such as frozen noses, ears, feet etc. He sent most of the 
prisoners through the zu&rd-chaln, then they did not have to 
suffer any longer.. Oberscharfuehrer HASEWEND and MUELLER were 
well known in the camp as famous butchers.. The leader of the 
desinfection section, KARTNER, the supervisors of the kitchen 
STRENG and STRIEGEL, administrator SCHWERING, the repair-shop 
foreman GROSS, the gardener HENZEL and the store-keeper Ober- 
scharfuehrer STROBL were the sadists and torturers of the 
prisoners, Hauptscharfuehrer ECKER and SEIDL used their own 
methods to torture the people. 


Did you see that personally ? 
Yes, yes, the prisoners often showed we their wounds, 


But you only saw the wounds, and not the action ? 
I saw the wounds, and they actually told me. 


But what did you see yourself ? 

I was present in the laundry when SEIDL said: "Is this ironed ? 
There is a crease in it, come here". Then he burnt the prisoner 
with the iron. Then prisoners were.forced into a cold bath or 
into a washing drum, only to torture them, just for the sake of 
his sadistic inclinations. SAUER, the first commander of camp 
Mauthausen andthe camp commander SOHOENGRABER taught the block 
leaders how to treat the prisoners by personal denonstration. 
Once SAUER caused a prisoner to fall off the roof of a barrack 
by hitting him with 4 wooden plank. He was 8 carpenter himself, 
and on that occasion he showed him how a carpenter should work. 
But SOHOENGRABER was not to be outdone and he used the following 
methods: The prisoners were forced to carry sand up the stairs 
at double time and many collapsed from exhaustion; they had to 
carry heavy stones until they collapsed unconscious. 

During the construction of the camp, in order to hasten the 
building work, the 33 cuards were ordered to have the prisoners 
run the gauntlet, that is, the prisoners, carrying heavy stones, 
had to run between the guards who were posted from left to 
right. The prisoners were bayonetted by the guards as they 
passed thei. Y 

The whole thing in my estimation, was wass-murder of human 
beings on 8 vast scale. 

NIEDERMAYER was known as the worst S5 man in the camp, who 
mistreated the prisoners.

A. I have σα brought you some notes of mine, namely : 
6 loose sheets (exhibit a,b,c,4@,e,f), which I wrote in 
the desinfecting section of the concentration camp at 
MAUTHAUSEN., These notations show the quantity and kind 
of desinfectants, which I received. The physicians in 
charge dated and signed each notation. These notes 
refer to the period from September 5, 1944 until April 
25, 1945. 


I also present you the exhibit f. This exhibit shows 
* the number of prisoners st MAUTHAUSEN, and at the sub- 
camps of MAUTHAUSEN on the 14 August 1944, My original 
note became blurred, and exhibit f is a pencil-copy of 
this camp, I made a mistake in the copy and wrote 
" 14 August 1945" instead of "14 August 1944". I 
collected these figures in the following manner | 
I worked in the desinfecting section at MAUTHAUSEN, and 
had to pack the desinfectants designated for the sub- 
camps. The quantity of these desinfectants differed 
according to the number of prisoners at the sub-camps, 
and before I could distribute desinfectants) I had to 
know the number of prisoners at the individual sub- 
camp. In this manner I also learned, how many people 
were transferred from MAUTHAUSEN to the sub-camps.

α. What else can you tell us about the gassing car which 
travelled between MAUTHAUSEN and GUSEN ? 
In MAUTHAUSEN there were one small and two big gassing 
cars. In September 1942 the prisoners had to convert 
@ police car (Green Henry - Gruener Heinrich) into & 
gassing car. The conversion consisted chiefly in 
making the interior of the car air-tight.. After the 
car had been converted it was tested in the presence 
of ZIEREIS, BACHMAYER,.WASICKI, STREITWIESER and 
ALTFULDISCH. Two prisoners were taken from the bunker 
(the prisoners in the bunker mostly did not appear 


listed in the book of the camp, 88 they were considered 
“written off"). 


These prisoners were locked into the car. The 88 man 
KIEFER came into the crematory to fetch a tin-opener 
for the gas+tins.

Healthy 
prisoners had to line up at block 2, were brought into 
room B, and had to go from there to room A, where the 
physicians were. It was prohibited for us other prisoners 
to look at this proceeding, but I know that in block 2 
the prisoners were given injections. A certain ROBERT 
LUEPPERTZ from NUERNBERG was a prisoner who had to 
sterilize and prepare the injection-needles in the 
sSick-quarters, These injection-needles were sent into 
block 2 and when he prepared these injection-needles, 

he usually told me that a big action is to be expected 
again. LUEPPERTZ is still alive. . ROBERT SOMMER from 
STEYR and Mr. MARTIN from INNSBRUCK can state the same.. 
I remember an electrical engineer named MAYERHOFER, 

who got shot in his arm in the old camp at block 4. 
Since that accident which happened in 1939, MAYERHOFER's 
arm was more or less stiff and he only got easy work. 

In spring 1943 I saw him come out from block 2. I asked 
him what he had done there and he answered that he had 
received an injection. I saw him and a couple of other 
prisoners enter one of the big overland-cars which was 
driven away.
